BoD, early In 1862, the tiiirst for army life had be­ 
come BO nnquenchabie th at laniily objections, if

In March, 1864, his regim ent was ordered to Gen­ 
eral Foster’s division, and under his command 
Kyan took part in the memorable battles ol New- 
oern, N. G. Through all the prcvio>is battles in 
which he bad been oraveiy engaged ue had escaped 
uninjured, it was in the second of the hard longht 
en„agem erits before Newbern that Kyan was des­ 
tined to taste the bitter fruits ol batUe. At day­ 
light. one morning, soon after iiis regim ent nad 
arrived ou the scene of action ana had been as­ 
signed a position to the front, tt was ordered to 
charge a horde of rebels di.»covered throw ing np 
tutrenchm ents to enable turm to cover a bridge 
upon which car army depended tor its Communi­ 
cations. Tbe regim ent started on a run, Kyan 
gallantly at the head oi his com. any, and on near­ 
ing the works received a galliug tlie irom tbe 
enemy. 
But, thongh many a brave fellow went 
down beiore the leuden storm , the survivors rusned 
forward and received three deadly cha gcs, when

longed for neattn and active service, on regaining

out to all parts 01 Europe lor the dignitaries of the 
Church to come aud Join “ in the festal jubilee.” 
And they cam e, iroiu Homo aud trom M ayence, 
from Vienna aud Paris, the high ofllclals of the 
Church, and thoii clergy irom Bohem ia aud .Moravia, 
and Capnclns and Jesuits, Indeed rep resentatives 
of all the mauy orders of C hristianity, aud all tlie 
beUs of the hundred and five tow ers of the city rang 
out morning, noon and evening, as the pilgrim s ar­ 
rived, and pulpit and altar w ere occupied Irom Uie 
rising of the .sun to the going down of the sam e. 
C ilA U U E-Till AUSTRIAN HOME IN FESTAL QARE. 
Bohemia celebrates this year the nine hundredth 
anniversary of the ionndiug of the hishoprio of 
Prague, and the occasion w as conscientiously tak en 
advantage of by the Prince Cardinal, Archbtsbop 
von Schw arzenberg, to show the stren gth of his 
forces—in fact, to dem onstrate to the liberal peo-' 
pie ol Vienna and other ungodly clUes which have 
been receiving Victor Emmanuel with open arms 
that Pope Pius IX. is not lorgotten in Bohem ia. 
The Prince Cardinal can con gratulate himself on a 
large measure of succesa 
The festival lasts from 
the 30th of A ugust to the 5th of October, and em­ 
braces besides a great nnm bcr of amall processions, 
the consecration of an altar In the unfinished 
cathedral, the laying or the loniidatlon stone tor 
the extension of said sacred edifice, pilgrim ages to

Uld Czechs and the leaders o f the Young Czechs, 
the feudal and dem ocratic parties of Czechendom . 
The Germans as a whole kept aloof from the fes­ 
tivities, if we excep t the clergy and some leudáis. 
YOUNG CZECHENDOM LEAVES TUB CITY. 
The Prague festivities and devotions m ust bo 
considered in the Ugbt of a m onster clerical de- 
moDstrutlou against w hat w e gen erally term the 
“ spirit ol the age.” The Prince Cardinal and the 
Church have thrown them selves at the head of the 
Czech agitation In Bohemia, and would, ap par­ 
ently, 
take 
upon 
them selves 
the 
herculean 
task 
of 
uniting 
the 
3,000,000 
Czechs 
and 
2,000,000 Germans 
con stituting 
the 
Kingdom 
of Bohemia 
under the

B at the task is no easy one. 
The Young Czechian 
party, dem ocratically in­ 
clined, flatly reinscd to accept the alluring in vita­ 
tion to worship at the siirine of St. W enzel and 
participate in the festivities of the Church at toe 
same tim e; and on the m orning of the great le s u i 
day, the 28th, while the vast procession lingered 
about the equestrian statu e of St. Wenzel, ou the 
St. W enzel square, and the bells of St. V itos, on 
the Uradlsch, called the devout to prayer and w or­ 
ship. the various guilds of the Young Czechian 
party, the Infidel brew ers and shoem akers, the 
tailors and bakers shook the dust of the city Irom 
tbeir feet and left Prague to Its piety, while they 
rambled lustily on ptrnics and excursions. 
But 
tbere are wicked people like these In all big cities, 
and the good ones feel all the better when they do 
leave their haunts for a while.

TUB IRELAND OF TU* AUSTRIAN EMPIBE. 
This com parison Is, by the w ay, true, not only as 
regards the "lay ol the land, but the looks of the 
people as w ell,” as a friend of mine rem arked the 
other day as we watched the processionists file by. 
And In truth the tw o peoples have alm s alm ost 
sim ilar. 
Both are connected w ith em pires from 
which there Is no apparent release; both are 
striving for national sem i-Independence, the home 
rule fur Ireland, the acknow ledged Independence 
of Bohemia as a kingooni, a la M agyar In Austria, 
with Francis Joseph as their king crow ned and

What St. P atrick is to Ireland that U St. W enzel to 
the Czechs of Bohem ia, the patron saint, a bright 
legend of a better past, the legendary prom ise ol a 
brighter future. 
BEFORE tu b STATT* OF 8T. WENZEL BY NIGHT. 
I arrived in Prague on the eve of St. W enzel’s 
fe stiv a l 
1 m et vast num bers of peasants on the 
streets as tow ards even in g 1 wended my w ay 
along the InteresUug old city to 
the W enzel’s 
Platz, or Square ol St. W cnzoL 
The Platz U a 
long and very wide street, rather than a square, 
and presents a fine appearance even by night { 
tune, being well lighted, and to-night there was 
before us, half way up the square, a huge stru ctn rs 
of colored ngbts, before which a black m ass ol hu­ 
m anity stood— men, wom en and children, bare­ 
headed— and prayed and sung to au equestrian 
statoe under the Uium inaied canopy.

was that of St. Wenzel (or W enceslaos), of saintly 
repute, the patron of the Czechs and their kingdom . 
I cou.d discern one individual close to Uie fiialue 
arm ed with a hymn book, and heard him rep eat a 
few Unes therefrom , which the crow d then sung.

Close to the old castle and overlooking the river 
which teUi sad stories abontjU biiasa's life. 
This 
om iuoos place is called Libussa’s Bed, and here the 
fickle woman took her lovers as soon us she tired 
01 them aud precipitated them trom the tup of the 
rock. 
TllBEK nUNDIUm NOBLE CZECIIS 
w ere thus anuim iated oy the glow üig Princess. 
But these little affairs uf the heart seem to have 
run the same then as now. 
Ubmwa lell in love 
one day with a simple peasant— whom sho had 
caused to be captured and brungbt to her— whose 
name was Przem ysl. 
Uo It was who captivated 
the Queen, escaped the late of her other lovers and 
becam e her recognized husbano and king, the an­ 
cestor of the long line ot 4>'zechlan dukes and kings 
of Bohemia. 
B at this Is not ail the sm ry. Llbussa 
dieu, leaving one 01 her maids, by name W iasia, 
who lell IB love with Przem ysl and wished to be­ 
come Queen of the Czechs; but Przem ysl being a 
king, aud consequently of divine descent— no m at­ 
ter w hether the Queen found him a luwly peasant 
or not— did not see m atters in this light, aud told 
the lovely W lasU to begone out of lils sight 
lorever. 
It 
was alw ays so. 
W lasla got mao, 
raging mad, and swore she would be Queen 01 
Bouemla and leave Przemysl out lu the cold. 
80 
she lelt the perch of the Wlssehrad and went about 
the city and gathered together all the w ives who 
Uved unhappily with their husbands aud armed 
them— m ere were some 400—and built a castle 
over the river on the side where Prague proper 
now stands, and made war on King Peier uf tire 
W lssehrad, conquered ail the castles round about, 
took knights and nobles prlsouers, of some cut off 
noses aud ears, others she cast Into Hie wells 
and dnngeona and accepted a few as regular lovers 
to the army. Then thev cut offth eth u m usolall the 
boy children so that they could not draw the bow, 
aud Che right breast of the g u ls so m at they should 
not be niiidered In handling that instrum ent of 
w ar. 
But one fine day King Przem ysl got very 
mad hlmaelf and sent all his soldiers to capture me 
Am azon princess aud her lollow ers, which they 
did.

Are not these pretty Uttle legends, you ask, Uke 
the scores that seem to attach to all European 
rums, grow ing there as naturally as the ivv or the 
mosses cilug to me gray falling walls r Not so fast, 
here, rude historian I 
We are creeping about tne 
roots of Bohemian history. 
This sam e Przem ysl 
began Ills rule about the year of our Lord 9oo.

bad a nephew who succeeded him, and his name 
was 
W eiizel-S t. W enzel 
he 
has become, the 
traditional bearer of au Idea, the Bohem ian per­ 
sonified Idea of national regeneration and lude- 
peudencc, Uke theBarbarossaul the Germans. Wen­ 
zel U the patron sam t of Bohem ia— ol the uzeclis, 
more properly speakm g, lor be is no iriend 01 the 
German. 
And since It Is this saint’s festival we 
are tu celebrate to-morrow, 4 few words on his 
Ufe and deeds and his virtues, which caused him to 
be eanonized my be lacereating. 
The pilgrim s on 
the big square auug his virtues to night and will 
Invoke tus aid to-m orrow in restoring Bohem ia’s 
grandeur. 
W enzel’s title w as Duke of Bohemia, and after 
929 bis duchy WHS tributary to the German Empire. 
Duke W enzel w as a very pious prince. 
Had he not 
been so ae could never bave attained to the huuur 
01 being patron saint of UzecUeuiand. 
Good as be 
was, be had a brother wicked enongh for two, who 
wished to rule the land, aud placed him self at the 
head of au insurrectionary party, who said that 
Wenzel was lar too pious and too fond of the 
Church and its priests lor this world. 
And, in 
truth, W enzel exhibited as much piety as a monk. 
Ue wonld prepare with his own hands the corn and 
grapes jor the sacram ental bread and w in e; be 
would mow and thresh m e grain himseli and gather 
and press the grapes, and sometimes, when engaged 
in superintending the building of cuurches anu m 
looking alter ecclesiastical affairs, would neglect 
those of the State.

By and by Duke W enzel’s lame a.s a 
saint extended. The Chnrch made him a saint, and 
m e people began to luok on him as a model prince, 
aud his crow n was preserved as a sacred inherli- 
ance, w lm which all the rnlers of Bohem ia should be 
crow ned. 
Two ol his descendants ruled as dukes; 
then the dignity 01 royalty waa aw arded the Bo­ 
hemian rulers by the German emperors, and at one 
time K ingO ttocar IL, who ruled trom 1253 to 1278, 
gained Austria, Styrla, Carnlola and Carlnthla, and 
ruled irom the Baltic to the Adriatic. 
ST. WENZKL'S CROWN ANO CZECHIAN HOI’KS. 
It IB but natural that the Czech should love to 
dwell on the memories of Bohemia’s great past. 
But this past is gone forever to the present race. 
Form ing a consiltuent part of the Austrian Em­ 
pire, they cannot and do not ask more m an a 
nominal recognuiou ol the Independence 01 St, 
W enzel’s crow u. 
They wish that Francis Joseph 
may be induced to grant them a sem l-ludcpeadent 
national existence, to 
crow ned with the crow n 
01 St. Wenzel, at Prague, just as lie subm itted 
to be crow ned with the crown of St. Stephen at 
Pesm , aud oe anointed m due form King of bo­ 
hemia. 
Time and time again the Czechs have 
fancied them selves on the eve of attaining their 
demands, lu which old aud yunng Czechs are 
untied, but Francis Joseph has so far m anaged to 
escape uncrowned. 
Two or three years ago they 
were exu ltin g at the prospective cerem onr, and I 
rem ember to have purciiased som e books 01 an 
old Frankiorl antiquarian to post myself up about 
the expected cer.auoiiiea, but botn the Czechs 
and 
m yself 
were 
disappointed. 
But 
up 
there. 
In 
one 
of 
the 
chapels 
of

cathedral. In 
a niche known, only to 
a lew 
m ortals, 
are preserved the W enzel crow n, the 
sceptre, the apple and sword and other precious 
paraphernalia necessary for the coronation, an- 
nointm oiit aud inauguration 
of a full-blooded 
Bohemian king. 
How far or near the Czochs may 
be irom attaining their ends cannot bo said w im 
any degree of certalntv. 
Thev have already m an­ 
aged to alm ost taboo the German language in Bo­ 
hemia. 
It I» painiul lor a pure-blooded i zech to bo 
thought a German "cuckoo" or a German "ch a ler.” 
If you address a man on the streets 01 Pragii* In 
German he is likely enough to shako his head aud 
say, "N ix D e u is c h a lih o u g li he speaks It as well 
as you do. 
The (’zeehs wish now to Czeehianize 
the 2,uoo,ooO Gcrinaiis in the lan<l.

True, 
she has to light with dltferent weapons now, ami 
W allenstein no longer lives on the palace in the 
square to wield the ecclesiastical sw ord; but she 
flghts as energetically aud quite a.s successfully us

ibe history of the Bohemiau bishops baa 
been styled a history ol the Popes en miniature. 
Though the Roman Churcii was for two ceuturles 
alm ost atinlbilaieU here, yet she comiuerud again, 
although she first attained her old pre-eminence 
“over mountaiiiB ot dead.” 
“ I'hc Jesuits were the 
saviours ol the Prague archbishopric during and 
alter the thirty years’ w ar; but the victorious

Yes, Prague’s cathe­ 
dral, m e louudatliin siono ol whose further ex ten ­ 
sion waa laid yesterday, la rich in m em ories; its walls 
have echoed the serm ons ol Huss and have seen the 
white-decked communion table ol the Calvinistlu 
rites; but these events have become alm ost a 
legend—a forgotten legend—and a Protestant is as 
scarce in Bshem la as swallows in wluter. The 


Czechian nation on In its development iii ilie luture, 
and place It in the iront rank of the Kuropcan na­ 
tions, la a question which the future alone can 
answ er. 
In the evening again vast crowds of Czechs stood 
In frontof St. W enzei’e statue and sang their hymns 
in hia houor until lar Into the night, c u t of the 
city gates passed the thousands upon thousands of 
the pcasaniB, men and women, boys and maidens, 
back to their simple homes, to dream lor auoiher 
vear ol the glory of St. Wenzel’s festal day, and 
long tram s sped out of the depots, bearing thou­ 
sands upon thousands of m odern pilgrims back to 
th eir home In the big city on the Danube, where 
the King of Bohemia dwells uncrowned.

Tue arrival In Europe of Mr. J. J. O’KeUy, the 
correspondent of the New York B ebald, whose 
visit to Ccspedes and subsequent Im prisonm ent in 
Cuba excited so much Interest In the L'tilted 
Btates, recalls to our m ind the history of a some­ 
w hat adventurous llle. Jam es J. O’Kelly was born 
in Dublin In the year 1843, and waa educated for 
the legal profetsion, the chief road to preferm ent 
and position In Ireland. 
Dry law studies were 
nut, however, m uch to tus taste, so he abaudoned 
the university, and, after some wandering on the 
Continent, returned to Loudon, where for some 
years he divided hia tim e betw een literary and 
a rt 
studies. 
Dlsaatislled 
with 
hia 
progress 
in 
a rt 
he 
entered 
the 
fren ch armv, and 
took p art in the cam paigns against the Kabylcs 
and In the uniurtuuate Mexican expedition. 
In 
th e sum m er of latiü he was surprised aud made 
prisoner by the troops of Canales, a iioiorious 
Mexican guerilla, but was loriuriate enough to 
find a irlcnd In one of the Mexican officers, who 
saved him from being snot and laclhtated hts 
escape durlUg the nignt. 
A lter some very narrow 
escapes Mr. O’Kelly reached lex a s, and, as the 
capture of M atamoros aud 
the defeat of the 
A ustrian and iniiierlal Mexican troops by the 
united republican baiuls under Escobedo had cut 
off all chance ol rcioiuing the French army, he 
proceeded to New York. At th at time political 
excitem ent ran very biuh tn Ireland, ami, an un- 
peal to arm s being lookeil on us certain, Mr.

AUBURN, Nov. 14, 1873. 
Since my last letter from this city 1 have made a 
more extended exam iiiation of the shoe factories 
here and obtained much additional luiorm atlon of 
Interest In ilila special crisis. 
Oue very notable, 
change in the last three days la the incom ing of 
straggling orders for shoes an 1 boots from South­ 
ern aud Western buyers, when m anuiacturcra 
had quite abandoned lurtner expectations for the 
aeaaon. One manufactory (John F. Cobb A Co.) 
had abut down altogether, and their help w ere be­ 
ginning to scatter, wnen orders came In, and 
three or four days ago they started up again. 
Other m anufaetuiera were about closing out, and 
were atarted up in a atimlar way. I have m assed the 
aggregate shipm ents of the city for the week 
closing yesterday, and find them to be 1.018 caaea, 
to 760 lor the corresponding week last year. “That 
docs not look like going to the funeral of the shoo 
bUHineas in New England In a hurry,” says one of 
the shoe men. It la quite likely, from present pros­ 
pecta, th at the shoe lactorioa will keep half their 
force running lor two weeks longer. 
Tne past 
week’s business has been far b etter than was auu- 
clpated. 
In this connection it is slgnlllcant to observe 
th at the m unutacturers begin to leel a slight let op 
In the money m arket. Mr. Jordan, of the firm of 
Little, Smith A Co., largo boot m anuiacturcrs. 
m akes the following su tc n ic n t to your rep o rter:— 
“ Up to last week collections were alm ost im ­ 
possible. W ithm the past three days we have 
been receiving enclosarcs, tn small am ounts, to be 
sure, Dom retailers with whom we deal all over 
New England. Now, these rem tttances are not 
on notes, but on running accounts, a id it seems 
to me th a t the resum ption of such paym ents In­ 
dicates a let-up In money or a tendency that way. 
People pay notes oefore they touch ledger liabili­ 
ties, and It seems th at m aturing paper is being 
m et and the sedim ent is now going for the ledger 
score.” As the conversation proceeds the firm’s 
mall IS being oneued before us, and there is ocular 
proof th a t the premise» of the argum ent are cor­ 
rect. 
A HOPEFUL VIEW. 
Interview ing a heavy boot m anufacturer (Messrs. 
J. C. Lombard A Co.), yonr correspondent finds 
him very s e r e n e :- 
" I’m ruunlng full tim e,” says he, “and have 
been all the season.

“No; the best workmen don’t have to lay off a 
g reat dcaL 1 should Judge th at shoem akers hero 
earn 1 10 60 a week on an average, and I suppose 
girls average |s a week- Those th at work out of 
the SHOP get less.” 
“ How much can a sober shoem aker lay up m a 
year?” 
“ Not over $100. Some lay up $400 or $500; others 
have to live irum hand to m outh. I think a laniier 
In Maine lays up about $loo a year and a shoem aker 
about the same on the average.

In this town there 
is quite a num ber oi cotton ana woollen milU, all 
ofw hicb are suffering irom the general depre.sslon. 
The Valley Mill, the OrlenUl, tbe Albion, the cot­ 
ton mill of Thomas Pray. J r.; the ElllotvHle 
cotton mill, employing 36U hands, and three sm aller 
wouUeu mills are all running on reduced time, and 
In some casca with reduced help and wages. Tbe 
The WL'Uamsvllle 
Cotton Company, employing 
over 200 hands, are on hall time. The Wliitestune 
Company, fine sticeiing. employing 110 hands, are 
on half time, and also i'hc Atawaugan mills. At 
Danlelsonvllle R. S. 
Lathrop, m anufacturer of 
w eavers’ reeds, has discharged more than half of 
his hands, and is running five days a week. Young 
A Co., shoe m anufacturera, employing 78 hands, 
Intend to close in a few days lor a period of tem ­ 
porary repose. Tiio quinebaug Company, owning 
two mills and employing 6U0 nanus lu tho mannfac- 
ture of sheetings, sliirttugs and calicoes, are ru n ­ 
ning on lull time. They have a contract wtth the 
Merrimac P rint Works which will keep them em­ 
ployed all through the winter. 
Leavens, m aker of 
loom harness, has 40 help at three-quarters time. 
Tho Danlelsonvllle Company, employing ‘2uO hands 
In the m aking of print cloths, are running on three- 
quarters Urae.

The township of Johnstow n, containing the 
three viUages of 
Johnstown, Gloversvllle and 
Klugsborough, is the seat of a branch of industry 
which, in Its nature and ex ten t. Is unique in this 
country. The inhabitants unm bcr. In Johnstow n 
4,600; Gloversvllle, 7,000, and Klngsborough 600, 
m aking a total of 1-2,000, out of which over 5,uoo 
form the working lorce, being probably as large a 
proportion ol the latter class as Is to be found In 
tbe United States. 
With the exception of about 20 
meu, engaged in the building of church organs, 
the sole m annfactnre carried on here Is th at of 
gloves. Quebec, Galveston, New York, Chicago, 
Balt Lake, Sau Francisco, aud alm ost every inter­ 
m ediate City of the whole Continent hence derive 
supplies of these useful and ornam ental articles ol 
wear. 
MATSRIALS rSE D . 
stran g e a t it may appear, none of tho m aterials 
or accessories to tbe business followed are pro­ 
duced here. This Is the m ore extraordinary when 
taken In connection with the absence of any 
special facilities which m ight be supposed to exist 
in aid ol the m anuiacture. Here 660,ooo deer skins 
and ’200,000 kid skins, of which thrce-lourths are 
im ported, are consumed every year. Most of tho 
sowing thread 
is brought from Scotland, tho 
“ tlrettes” or fastening hooks—which so adm irably 
show off the contour of a lady’s wriet as she 
daintily adjusts her glove—come from France, 
while the ornam ental paper bauds which enclose 
the gloves come Irom England and France. 
Con­ 
siderable num bers of fur bearing skins are used In 
the trim m ing and fimsbing of the higher class of 
goods, while lamb skin, and an excellent Imita­ 
tion of it in woollen fabric, are brought into use 
lor more substantial articles. 
The enormous num ber oi 1,250 dozens of gloves 
are made here dally, and considering tho num ber 
of little factories, tilled with their busy workers, 
this 18 not to bo wondered at. A person w uhing a 
pair ol gloves made to m easure can have them 
made and finished complete iii less than an hour, 
though in th at time the m aterials sboiHd pass 
through a t least ten dllTierent hands. To supply 
suitable envelopes lor this Immense production of 
goods, five lactortcs, employing about iW men, exist 
here aUo. 
ALL WORK .‘TTOPPET». 
Owing to periiuarlties and tuflnences from which 
no Industry is a holly irce, "the running tim e” has 
at all times here been but 10 months—November 
aud December iKüng the period In which "m aking 
up” IS suspended—aud thus within the past to 
days all the lactorles have slopped.

I paid a visit to tbe glass m anufacturers on the 
south side this afternoon. There are some ‘20 
glass lactorles in this p art of the ctty, m ost of 
which are running. In these factories are em­ 
ployed about 4,000 men and boys, and the sum 
total of their wages am ounts in one week to about 
$46,000. I found a t the McK«e glass house about 
60 or 76 men on a strike, owing to a reducUon o 10 
per cent in tlielr wages. There are many men in 
the works who earned regularly $26 ana from 
th at to only $6 each week. On this class of 
woi kmen tbe em ployers wished to make a reduc­ 
tion 01 wages, whtcli was reaisted. 
“ 1 won’t touch 
the earnings oi any of the laborers in my employ,” 
said Mr. Kee to me, “ for I know well emmgn tiiat 
no m an can live on less thau $2 a day, but 
on skilled labor we are obliged to m ake a reduc­ 
tion to m aintain our trade in the Boston and New 
York m arkets. It is omy with this class of men, 
high priced labor, we have trouble. Those who 
were earning a lesser am ount each week would 
have 
qUlKTLT BrBMITTED TO THE REDDCTION 
had we made it. There is no money w hatever for 
the employers in the glass business this wiuter, 
and omy to save our m -u the suffering ihat would 
¡ follow an entire suspension ol operations have we 
cunseiiieil to go on. 
With the reduction of 10 
per cent in wages we feel coniioent oi running an 
w inter.” 
“ Do all tbe m anufacturers proM se a reduction 
in the wages oi iheir empioyés r ' 
“ I i s ; beiore the close ol another week every 
factory on this side Of the river will cut down the 
wages ol their men. it can’t be avoided. Tuere is 
a general complaint ol the scarcity o* orders, an«l 
this, together with the scarcity oi currency, ren­ 
ders ihc siiuaiiou of the glas:> men anyium g but a 
clieeriul or hopeiul one.’’ 
Another m aiiuiactuier said to me th at the com­ 
plaint ot a scarcity of orders was geueral, aud it 
m atters continued in this way lor a much longer 
peno«l the lactones would be compelled to close 
up entirely, a suite of affairs th at he doped would 
be avoided in some m auncr. Nut omy oi a scan ily 
ol orders were they complaimug, but also me 
great uum ber of unpaid accounts iney nave stand­ 
ing on th eir books. 
A great tiuinoer oi these 
accounts could easily be paid, as a great many of 
tbe debtors are In condition tu liquidate them at 
any tim e; but, on account of the stnngeucy m 
money m atters, they will nut allow a penny to pass 
out 01 thetr possession into general circulation If 
they can possibly avoid it. 
A TALK WITH MB. JOHN KINO. 
I went over then to the extensive window glass 
concern ol William McCully A Go. and .'Oiiud 
King, the junior partner, in his pri 
King Is a Uttle, round man, with a 
cuDd luce, and be was ascourteou 
a diplomat. 1 ask id him what ni 
wiiiuow glass trade and ii the futu 
oth irwise. 
He shuok his head to indicate that the 
Biiuatiua was not prom ism g, and tiu-n he com­ 
menced on the old story, which seems to be the 
root ol the present evil—to wit, high priced labor. 
"How many lactorles In and about P ittsburg are 
engaged m the m anuiacture oi window glass?” 1 
asked. 
“ i'here are forty, as we counted them the other 
dav, em plojm g irom BOO tu l,0Od meu altogether, 
but not one oi these lactorles has been m opera­ 
tion since last July, and they are not likely to re­ 
sume operations fur some time to come.” 
"1 presume It is in consequence of an attem p t to 
reduce the wages of your employes?” 
"Precisely, buch a movem ent was brought about 
last July, when we stopped lor a brief season, In 
consequence ol the very hot weather, to repair our 
furnaces. We found then th at other m anuiacturers, 
lu New York and e.8ewhei e, were working into 
our trade, tor the reason th at they m anuiactured a 
similar article and so.d It lor less thau we were 
able to do. Thereupon we concluded to reduce the 
w ages ol our employés 16 per cent, wnicn they 
resisted and have stood out against ever since.” 
QLA8SBLUWKRS RICHLY REWAROBD. 
“ What am ount of money does a skilled glass- 
blower command ?” 
“ You Will be astonished when I teU you th at 
some glassDlowers in our employ make $340 and 
$36u per m outh, and work but eight hours each 
day. These are superior workmen, but giassblow- 
ers will average $200 a m onth, and boys, called 
gatherers and flattenera, will earn irom $loo to 
|iiu each m onth. Why, these men lived on the fat 
of tbe land. It was and is not an uncommon tutng 
for tne wives of some of the men to call at the 
oiTlce and get $10 just for m arReting on a m arket 
day. They buy everything of the best and live aa 
nabobs as long as their money lasu. They did 
not 
actuaUy 
know 
the value of money—a t 
least th at Is the impression one got irora observ­ 
ing the m anner In which they squandered It. W ages 
have been entirely too high, so high Indeed for the 
past two years that even with tbe advantages of a 
superior and cheap coal we have been unable to 
compete to any serious ex ten t with L astcin m anu­ 
facturers of window glass.” 
NO WORK TILL JANl'ABY. 
“ In view of a hard a In ter coming on do not 
workmen show a disposition to accept the re ­ 
duction and retu rn to work ?” 
“I dare say some ol them would resum e work 
now at a reduction, while others would not, for 
vou 
m ust know glassbiuwers are a very In­ 
dependent set of workmen. 
But even if they 
would 
all 
retu rn we coaid 
not 
give them 
work, for we will not resum e operations, nor will 
any of the other window glass lactorie», until 
after the 1st of January. 
We are determ ined to 
bold off until there is a rcducUun in the price ot 
coal and a lurther reduction in all sorts of lanor. 
We are not disposed to resum e operations in view 
01 the depresston th at extsM at present, for we 
cannot see our way clear; and I may add th at the 
s iru e of the glassDlowers in July was a fortunate 
circum stance for the operatives, as It gave tnem 
an opportunity to work off all their old stock.

Tho lollow tngla a tran sla­ 
tion ot the "w orking” paragraphs of a 
STATE DOCUMKNT, 
Which has some im porunoe a t the presen t Juno> 
tu re:— 
S ir—By the annexed docum ents yon will perceive 
that the Rev. Bishop of Oltnda ha.» refhsed to obey 
the decision by which, on the appeal to the Crown 
taken by the iratem ity of the Most Holy S acram ent 
of the Church ol St. Anthouy of Rcctpe, relief w as 
conceded Irom the unjust sentence of InterdloUon 
pronounced sgalust It lor tne sole reason th at som e 
of its mombers were Free Masons. And furth er 
to display his reliisai, he w ent on to incite 
the priests to disobey th*; imperial vovcrnment, 
m enacing them with suspeusioa ex inforvuUa- 
consciefUla, ot which one who merely hesitated 
waa a t once m ade the victim. By theso and by 
o ther acts, each rasher th an tho other, tbe Rev. 
Bishop has m anliested the firm purpose to go 
counter to the laws of the 8U ie. both by himself 
and the clergy of his diocese, thus ignoring the 
com petency of the tem poral power In m atters long 
adm itted and observed by Catholic uatiuus and 
espeiTally laid down in our legislation. Though 
the brotherhoods may be conslilered institutions 
whose principal end is an ecclesiastioal m atter, 
they have at tne sam e time tem poral purposes; they 
coustltuto Juridical entlUes susceptible of rights 
and obligations whlcn place them in direct relation 
with the civil authorities, to whom they ren d er 
accounts of th eir adm inistration and consequently 
of their mission. Thence it comes th at their engage­ 
m ents depend upon the sanction of the tem poral 
power and on the approval of the cccleslasUcal one, 
acquiring, thoreby, an unqneaUonably m ixed na­ 
ture, and having therefore an obligatory force both 
In the internal and the external foi m, so long a» 
they are not altered or revoked by the sam e legal 
process aa th at by which they were constituted. 
N otw ithstanding 
this, 
the 
Rev. 
Bishop 
o f 
Oltnda thought that of his own exclusive au th o rity 
he could abruptly order the expulsion of membe»» 
from the brotherhoods, furm oilves foreign to said 
engagem ents, and launch a (reneral, personal and 
local Interdict upon the whole corporation, thnS 
overruling natural and ecclesiastical right, going 
outside the laws of procedure. Ignoring p erro n rt 
citation, suppressing the defence found in th eir 
pleas, stnxing both the innocent and the gnilty, 
and lastly, luterrnptlng tho ftincUons of worship to 
the point of almost paralyzing it la tbe religions 
capital of Pernambuco, for few brotberhooda es­ 
caped the enormous weight of interdiction. 
By au immemorial right, fixed by several legisla­ 
tive decisions and raam talned by decree 1,911 of 
March 28, 1867, appeal to the Crown is allowed in 
cases of usurpation of Jurisdiction and tem poral 
power, through any censures upon civil public em­ 
ployes because of their otllce, and for notorious 
violence In the exercise of the spiritual Jurisdic­ 
tion and pow er overriding natural law or the re­ 
ceived canons, such is the legislation of our oonn- 
try, which up to now had not been treated with 
disrespect by any Brazilian prelate. In accordance 
Wltn it, appeal was taken tu the Crown by one of 
the Interdicted brotherhoods 
Indubitably thw 
procedure of the Rev. BUhop was manlfostiv e x ­ 
orbitant and provocative of disturbance, for It 
Imported nothing snort of the irlghteniugand dis­ 
quieting of conscience 
by surprise, the en tire 
ahaniloning of the rules of prudence and charity 
recommen*led by the Church, and absence of tho 
duo respect to the obligiitp.n of civil precepta 
which are certainly bimiing on conscience. 
Under these cln.um aiances tho im perial govern­ 
m ent could not av*ild coming to tno relief of in­ 
jure*! citizens, u-lug a sovereign right against a 
plain and cUmorou.s violence. 
It therefore con­ 
ceded the relief suiighi, and com m anded, in the 
most respecttul term s, by order ol June 12, th a t 
the effects ol the interdiction be nnhuiied. W ith­ 
out lurther reflection, and in place ol obeying tho 
tniperial governm ent, the Rev. Bishop of uUnda 
not only has denied the legitim ate authority ol tho

The trial of the Tichbome case is to be 
resnmed in London to-day, but it is supposed 
that a further postponement may be needed to 
await the arrival of some twenty witnesses 
from this city. 
The readers of the Hsbald 
have not taken a deep interest in this singular 
casa 
Probably, unlike the English, and in 
some respects like the French, we have not 
the power to sustain a continuous excitement 
running through a period of years, which so 
large a part of the English people have 
bestowed upon the history of the ancient 
house of Tichborne and the adventures of 
the extraordiuary person who claims to be its 
heir. 
What promised to bo only a romance 
to bo remembered in legal chronicles and 
“historical novels founded on fact” now pre­ 
sents itself as one of the gravest political 
questions that ever threatened the peace of 
the British government. 
It is strange to see the importance given to 
the simple question, whether an Australian 
adventurer—by his own confession a scoun­ 
drel—has been guilty of perjury. 
Ten thon- 
sand men have been tried for that and other 
offences, and undergo trial from day to day, 
who are worthy of more respect and have 
higher claims to the quality of a gentleman 
than this hero of millions of Englishmen, 
who claims to be Sir Roger Tichborne. 
We 
have seen many cases in all countries of a 
morbid sympathy on the part of the people 
for a conspicuous criminal. In those good old 
times of great and merry England, when the 
gallows os an institution was os well estab­ 
lished 
as 
the 
throne, and 
as many, 
almost, were executed yearly for 
trivial 
crimM 
as 
in 
France 
during 
the 
Reign of Terror, criminals were idealized 
and had a literature, and were celebrated in 
operas and comedies and romances. 
They 
lived like heroes and died surrounded by 
sympathizing thousands. 
We all know the 
morbid, foolish interest attaching to Dr. Dodd, 
the fashionable preacher, who was hanged for 
forgery, and Dick Turpin, Jack Sheppard and 
Clande Duval, and others who are better 
known to-day by a majority of English- 
speaking people than the kings who reigned 
or the lords who sat in Parliament 
They 
died a glorious death on Tyburn H ill 
W'e 
could understand any feeling of this kind on 
the part of the English people toward the 
claimant of the Tichbome estatea 
It would 
be a sentiment, quickly fading away, spring­ 
ing from that fondness the badly educated 
mind entertains for the grotesque or the hor­ 
rible or the adventurous. 
But the Tichbome case is not a sentiment 
to be dismissed to the comedians and those 
who write ballads. 
Beginning as an action of 
law, it has grown to be a question of grave 
public policy, and in this respect reminds os 
forcibly of the famous “diamond necklace 
case,” which had so large a share in bringing 
about the French Revolution. The “diamond 
necklace case” was an instance of swindling. 
A cardinal desired to be restored to the favor 
of the Queen, Marie Antoinette. 
He had 
enormous wealth, and was willing to pay 
largely for readmission to the sunlight of 
royal eyes. 
He was wiHing to believe that if 
he would purchase a certain diamond neck­ 
lace, valued at about half a miUion of dollars 
in our present money, 
and give it to 
Marie Antoinette, hi« peace would be made, 
and he might again float in the radiant glories 
of Versailles. 
Out of this anticipation and by 
ordinary Handling tricks—such, for instance, 


08 a lady in waiting forging the Queen’s name 
to a bill of sale and passing herself off os the 
Queen in a midnight interview granted to the 
Cardinal in the groves of Versailles—posses­ 
sion was obtained of the necklace, which was 
carried to England and sold and the money 
parcelled among the thieves. 
Jewellers be­ 
lieved they had sold the necklace to the Queen, 
and brought suit against her for its value. 
It 
was proved in the trial that the Queen had 
never bought the jewels; that the whole busi- 
ne.s8 was an ordinary swindling trick. 
Scan­ 
dals arose, the good name of the Queen was 
tarnished by a suspicion, and suspicion to a 
queen is almost worse than crime. 
From the 
social emotions that arose from these scandals 
came that public opinion which culminated in 
the Reign of Terror. 
We do not believe that there was anything 
in the diamond necklace scandal to bring 
alx>ut a revolution. Greater scandals had been 
known before—m the time ot the Regency, for 
instance. 
We have seen them in our own day 
in reference to the last of the Condés who 
was supposed by many people to have been 
hanged by Louis Philippe in order that his 
money might pass to the Duke d’Aumale. But 
the condition of society was such in France 
that the “diamond necklace case” acted as the 
fire to the fagot 
We can build a fire on the 
prairie, in spring time or fall. 
It will live its 
life and die into ashes. 
Bnild the same fire 
in midsummer under the pitiless burning 
skies of our torrid days and the flame 
will 
sweep 
like 
the 
waves 
of 
the 
sea for miles and miles, carrying forests and 
houses and living beasts and men and women 
before it in a desolating tide. 
France was 
ready for any flame, and when we speak, as 
our historians always do, of the Revolution 
taking its life from this pitiful and absurd 
scandal, we forget that it would have come in 
any event 
France had been ripening for it 
since the time of Louis XIV. 
While con­ 
summate wisdom and virtne on the part of the 
rulers of the House of Bourbon might have 
controlled and fashioned it to the good of 
France and tho glory of their own dynasty, it 
was inevitable. 
Tho “diamond 
necklace 
cuse” was only a symptom and not a cause. 
The prairie does not bum because we build 
the fire. 
It (mly bums wheu nature Las made 
it ready for the flames. 
Even as the “diamond necklace case” w.-vs 
a symptom of France, b o this Tichborne affair 
is a symptom of the present condition of 
English society. 
W.re 
bo 
an ordinary 
swindler on trial for an attempt to take pos- 
session of the cyt^tes of an ancient baronetcy 
this claimant might, at the utmost, have the 
sympathy which attended Dr. Dodd and Jack 
Sheppard, a’jd go to prison only to be remem­ 
bered in a ballad or a comedy. 
But in 
England to-day we find one class who believe 
him to be an impo.stor and another class who 
think that he is really a baronet deprived of 
bis title and his lauds by a conspiracy of 
noblemen and Jesnits. 
It is extraordiairy to 
notice tho widely difiTering public opinions 
coming out of this case. 
On one side the aris­ 
tocracy and goMtlemen of England have taken 


their stand. 
Somehow they seem to say, if 
this is Tichbome then of what use are 
lands 
and 
titles 
and 
our 
ancestral 
claims to honor? 
The fact that a man 
of this wretched character should make a 
claim to be a nobleman is, in some respects, a 
reflection upon the order of nobility. We have 
men like Mr. Whalley, who tell reporters of 
the H e b a ld that Lord Chief Justice Oockbum 
is worse than Jefferies, and who, upon the ait- 
ness stand, swear that they believe Mr. Glad­ 
stone and the General of the Jesnits are in a 
conspiracy to persecute this man. 
Mr. Whal­ 
ley, remember, is a member of l^liam ent 
and a magistrate for three countiea 
Other 
members of Parliament take as prominent 
ground. 
Behind them is a mde but resolute 
and mighty public opinion, aith a keen sense 
of fair play, not easily moved te anger ; but 
when angry, terrible beyond belief. 
They 
think that this claimant is Sir Roger Tich­ 
bome, and that the Crown, Parliament, the 
courts, the aristocracy and the Church have 
combined to dishonor him, because he is not 
good enough to be a gentleman. 
So we 
have the two classes antagonistic. 
On one 
side my lord Plantagenet, whose garment 
is purple, who bos a coronet upon his brows, 
and who lives upon the lands that came from 
William the Conqueror. 
On the other side is 
Hodge, the collier, who liros in a hut on 
twenty shillings a week, and, although the 
land upon which he lives has been the home 
and the grave of his ancestors since the time 
of the Saxons, the Hodges have never risen 
above misery and poverty. 
What will be the 
end? 
They are in battle array upon the case 
of Tichbome. 
Will it be only a three days’ 
wonder—a charge or two of cavalry, perhaps 
suspension of habeas corpus, as we see in Ire­ 
land now and then, and a postponed issue, 
or will it be fought to the end by the English­ 
men of this generation? 
Sooner or later the fight mqst come. 
It 
would be a strange repetition of history, and 
one not altogether surprising, to see the 
Tichbome case in England assume the extra­ 
ordinary and terrible proportions of “the 
diamond necklace case” in France. 


TMe Conflict In the French Assembly. 
To-day will witness the opening of an im­ 
portant debate in the French Assembly at 
Versailles. 
This will be on the report of the 
committee on the prolongation of President 
hlacMahon’s powers. 
The committee appear 
to have been unable to arrive at any very dis­ 
tinct conclusion. 
The character of inoom- 
plcteness which tinges every result arrived at 
is one of the remarkable features of the session 
thus far. 
When the report dwells upon the 
difficolty of prolonging the tenure of office of 
the President, without any organic basis for the 
rest of the government, it is like stating gravely 
as a fact that to bnild a lofty column from 
the 
head 
downwards 
is a 
tronblesome 
thing to undertake. 
General Changamier 
will 
move 
the 
Assembly 
for 
a 
vote 
of 
unconditional 
prolongation 
of Mac- 
Mahon's powers during 
ten years. 
The 
moderate section of the Left is inclined to 
unite with the republicans with the view of 
defeating this movement 
The royalists are 
willing to render themselves ridicnlons, illogi­ 
cal or anything else to preserve for themselves 
the semblance af a chance for future success. 
In spite of the Comte de Chambord’s letter 
to M. Chesnelong they are unwilling to con­ 
cede their failure, but in France a coup 
is more difficult to repair than anywhere else. 
The republicans of the committee have fought 
the irresponsible prolongation of MacMahon’s 
power with the effective argument that this 
would establish a dictatorship—something 
which France has always good reason to fear, 
even from the hands of a man as pure as 
MacMahon. 
The debate to-day will test the 
strength of all parties severely, and will indi­ 
cate pretty accurately the immediate future 
of politics in France.

of the country, has, since the first intelligence 
of the late outrageous insult to our national 
flag on the high seas, exhibited a degree of 
activity in the preparation of his available 
ships for active service which challenges the 
approbation of tho American people. 
Two iron-clods, fully equipped and ready 
for action, are already on their way to the 
Gulf of Mexico ; several others in the course of 
tho present week will be heading in the same 
direction, and doubtless on or before the day 
of the meeting of Congress (first Monday in 
December) 
we shall have a powerfol fleet 
within easy range of the Island of Cuba, 
A thousand 
men, 
we 
understand, 
will 
this 
day 
be 
added 
to 
the 
work­ 
men in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and similar 
vigorous preparations are afoot in other places 
in the repairs and equipment of ships-of-war 
for immediate duty. 
These preparations are 
a grateful response to the demands of the 
general public sentiment of the United States, 
of all sections aud all parties, because they 
are accepted as 
evidences that decisive 
and satisfactory action 
b / tho 
govern­ 
ment will shortly follow. 
This action, in 
giving us indemnity for the past and security 
for the future, in reference to the honor of our 
flag and the rights of our citizens, does not 
necessarily Involve a war with Spain, or bel­ 
ligerent rights to the Cubans, or a protecto­ 
rate over the island; but it does involve a set­ 
tlement not alone with Spain, but first and 
directly with 
the 
contnmadous 
Spanish 
authorities of Cuba. 
Now, in settling with these provincial au­ 
thorities, is the President so restricted in his 
constitutional powers that he mast await the 
meeting and the action of Congress on the 
subject ? 
A demand under the guns of a fleet 
of iron-clads at Santiago de Cuba for the de­ 
livery of the ship Virgiuius, if not destroyed, 
or for an equivalent if she is destroyed, with 
a demand for the surviving men token from 
the ship, will not be war, or a cause 
of 
war, 
with Spain, 
even if enforced 
by 
the 
bombardment 
and 
destruction 
of the town. 
On the part of the President it 
will be simply a proceeding in the fulfilment 
of his official duty, which is to take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed, for this em- 
bjraces the duty of seeing to it that the righto 
of our flag and our dtizens are duly respected. 
In other words, no special authority from 
Congress is needed for a settlement with 
Captain Castillo and General Bnrriel and 
their Spanish confeclerates who constitute the 
actnal government of Cuba; for in dealing 
with them we deal with the only parties that 
can be held responsible for these recent 
outrages. 
The governing authorities, defacto, of Cuba 
pursue their own course regardless of instmo- 
tions from Spain, and apologies from Spain 
for their offences neither redress the wrong 
nor serve as a check to its repetition. 
The 
Republic of Spain, struggling for existence 
against Carlisto, intransigentes and other in­ 
surgent factions, is utterly unable to enforce 
its 
authority over 
the slaveholding oli­ 
garchy of Cuba. 
We shall 
therefore, 
be rendering a friendly service to the Spanish 
Republic in dealing directly with its refrac­ 
tory provincials of Cuba and in holding them 
directly responsible for their crimes, for which 
otherwise there is no atonement 
The coarse 
of our government in reference to the 
Spanish Republic 
has from 
the begin­ 
ning 
been 
that 
of 
a 
friendly 
and 
sympathizing 
Power. 
So 
far has this 
respect for that experimental Repnblio been 
carried in relation to Cuba, in the pursuit of 
filibusters, in the building of Spanish gun­ 
boats and in the gentle treatment of Spain for 
varions outrages committed by her Cuban 
provincials from time to time that Mr. Secre­ 
tary Fish has lost, to a great extent, the con­ 
fidence of onr people in regard to the impor­ 
tant qnestions now before him. 
Ho cannot, however, be insensible to the 
voice of the country; he is, we are inclined 
to believe, anxious in this business to meet 
the just expectations of the country. 
As the 
authority and the responsibility, however, rest 
not with him, but with the President, we enter­ 
tain the hope that, heedful of the general voice 
of the country, the President will have some­ 
thing bettor to report in bis forthcoming 
message to Congress on these outrages con­ 
nected with the Virginias than the inter­ 
change of preliminary diplomatic despatches 
between Washington and Madrid. 


T h e E f f e c t a t M a d r i d .— The effect of the 
Cuban outrages is beginning to be felt at 
Madrid. 
The Spanish Colonial Club, which 
is probably an offshoot of the infamous Casino 
Español at Havana, has sent a delegation to 
the Minister of War to ask—perhaps to de­ 
mand -that Capto’n General Jovellar shall be 
kept in Cuba. 
This movement was no doubt 
incited by the rumor that Jovellar bad re­ 
signed, which is likely to have been construed 
into a forced resignation. 
The Minister of 
War wisely declined to give any decisive 
answer until tho whole story of the events in 
Cuba shall bo known. 
This looks as if the 
Madrid government does not foel disposed to 
be cfictttted to at borne by the cutthroats who 
rule iu Culm. 
There is nothing at present to 
connect Jovellar with the butcheries at Santia­ 
go, and unless there should be the United 
States will have no charges to make against 
him. A Cabinet crisis was reported to be im­ 
pending in Madrid, but this bus been officially 
denied.

City Kxpendltures—CurtoWS Devel- 
opmenta 
in 
Uetorm Flnnnee 
Jttan- 
axenient. 
We publish in to-day’s H e b a l d some cu­ 
rious dovelopmeuto of the shittloss, illegal 
and extravagant management of tho “re­ 
formed” Finance Department of the city gov­ 
ernment 
From this statement it appears 
that the expenses of that department are 
much greater now than under the corrupt 
Tammany Ring rule in its most infamous 
dayH, while the Comptroller asks for half a 
million dollars more next year than he receives 
the present year. 
It also appears that a largo 
amonnt of money is paid out by the Comp­ 
troller to secret emissaries and ocousioual 
employóe for the most singular services, in 
addition to the sum legally appropriated for 
salaries in the Finance Department, and 
in violation of the charter. 
Thas, we 
find that one person who is regularly em­ 
ployed in a city 
department 
has 
been 
paid over $2,000 as 
“examiner" and for 
“expenses 
to 
Albany." 
One 
fortunate 
employe 
is 
paid 
by 
tho 
Comptroller 
for 
“professional 
servioos” 
from 
April 
14 to April 30, 1873, over $525, and for “pro­ 
fessional services” from May 1 to May 31, 
nearly $870, or at the rate of about $11,000 
a year. Another person is paid for “searches 
and examining bills” $2,285 and for “profes­ 
sional services” $1,460. 
For preparing an 
estimate of work under the head of “legisla­ 
tive inquiries,” one man is paid nearly $2,000, 
and another for “examining the amount and 
condition of the city debt,” a labor which Mr. 
Green and his clerks are supposed to be paid 
for performing, draws out of the treasury 
$845. 
Several warranto for “examiners" have 
been paid amounting to thousands of dollars, 
and one “examiner of claims” gets $1,800. 
Two of these unearthed warrants ore for 
the services, we should judge, of amateur 
detectives; one containing such items os 
“investigating accounts in banks,” “investiga­ 
tion of frauds,” “procuring evidence" and 
“travelling expenses,” amounting to between 
$6,000 and $7,000, and the other being for 
similar “professional services,” reaching over 
$4,500. 
Probably the most curious of these 
singular expenditures of the Comptroller is 
embraced in two warranto, each payable to the 
same man, one for “examining street lamps,” 
$50, and the other for “examining books and 
accounts in the Comptroller’s office,” $250. 
It is evident that iu this employé the Comp­ 
troller discovered a genius. The man who 
can earn $50 to-day in examining street lamps 
and $250 toHoaorrow in examining the books 
and papers of a city Finance Department must 
necessarily possess remarkable qualities. Per­ 
haps it WAS hoped that his fsmiliarity with 
lamps might throw some light on the dark 
mysteries of the muddled accounts and books 
in the Comptroller’s office and aid in discov­ 
ering the $94,000 worth of bonds or receipts 
which the Commissioners of Accounts were 
unable to unearth. 
These expenditures are made by the Comp­ 
troller outside of and in addition to the 
regular amount for the salaries of the Finance 
Department, as legally fixed and allowed. 
They are for services which pertain to the 
Comptroller’s department and should be per­ 
formed by bis regular employes, except where 
they are for work not legitimately belonging 
to his department, and which he has no legal 
right to pay for out of the public treasury. Like 
the employment of his Albany counsel, his 
employment of amateur detectives is a wilful 
violation of the law. 
We call the attention of 
Mayor Havemeyer to the following provision 
of the city charter, article 4, section 28: — 


The num ber and duiles of all officers and clerks, 
emplovés and nui.ordlnates m every departm ent, 
w ith their respective Halarles, w hether now flxed 
by special law or otherwlHO, shail be such as tho 
beads of the respective departm ents shall desiR- 
n ate ana approve, bat snbject also to the revision 
of the Board of A pportionm ent; provided, how­ 
ever. th at the agirrcgaie expense thereof shall not 
exceed the total am ount duly appropriated to tho 
respective departm ents for such purposes. 
And also to the following provision in sec­ 
tion 112, article 16: — 


For the purpose of making said provisional esti­ 
m ate the heads of departm ents shall * • 
send 
to the Board of Apportionm ent an estim ate in 
writing, herein called a departm ental estim ate, of 
the am ount of expendltnro, spcciiytng In detail 
the objects thereoi, required in thclr respective de­ 
partm ents, Including a statem ent of each ol their 
officers, clerks, employes and snbordinates. 
Several of these illegal warranto are for ser­ 
vices in the Comptroller's office, rendered after 
May 1, 1873, when the new charter became 
law. The persona drawing the amounts were 
never reported to the Board of Estimate as 
“officers, clerks, employes or subordinates” 
of the Finance Department. 
The money they 
have drawn has been paid from appropria­ 
tions other than that for “salaries in the 
Comptroller’s office,” and has been illegally 
taken from such appropriations. 
The amonnt 
paid to these employes exceeds the amount 
duly appropriated lor the payment of officers, 
clerks, employes and subordinates in tho 
Comptroller's office. 
Such services as the 
persons named in the warranto profess to have 
rendered come within the clerical duties of the 
Finance Department and have no right to be 
paid for out of a “contingent”’ fund or a 
“Board of Audit” fund. 
If they could legally 
be so paid the provision of law which re­ 
quires every department 
to 
present 
an 
estimate of the whole amount required for 
clerks, employes and subordinates, and which 
prohibits every department from expending any 
moro for such purposes than tho amount ap­ 
propriated therefor, wcJuld bo a more farce. 
Any department under the bead of ‘ ‘contin- 
gencies” might double its clerical force. 
Besides the questionable charaiHer of tho ser­ 
vices professed in some instances to have been 
rendered tho services of secret detectives— 
tliis system of paying unknown employ»* for 
"professiomd" work is as open to frand and 
license os any over adopted by tho Tammany 
Ring, and is in direct violation of the law. 
Will Mayor Havemeyer toko action on this 
gross violation of tho charter when he passes 
HfKin the charges brought against the Comp­ 
troller by the Reform Aasociation ?

Another weekly cycle of time has brought; 
to us again the Sabbath’s services and ser­ 
mons, and as wo prosent them to-day to our 
readers they will find some good and some 
better, with perhaps soma that are not so good. 
But os Iruth is largo and many-sided we pre­ 
sume that some minds who to-day may read 
the pulpit products of yesterday will be 
benefited, as it is to be hoped tbosa who 
hoard them dofiverod in the sanctuaries wero 
encouraged and 
comforted. 
At 
snob a 
time os this the inculcation of principles of 
charity is and should be considered an abso 
lute and imperative duty for churches and 
ministers. 
Sorrow and distress brood over 
many cities aud communities of our land, 
and, while there are some streaks of sunlight 
in the financial and commercial horizons, there 
may yet be much suffering and many disap- 
pointmento ere tho day dawns and the shadows 
flee away. 
Bishop Bowman, of the Methodist 
Church, yesterday presented the bright, the 
blessed side of charity. 
Man, he declared, is 
a bundle of wants, and experience shows that 
this statement is not exaggerated. 
If, there­ 
fore, we desire enlargement of heart and de­ 
velopment 
of our moral faculties 
and 
nature, we must give Ikrgely and liberally. 
The Bishop’s view of life in the better land is 
far less sentimental, bat we think, therefore, 
the moro scripturally and rationally true than 
that commonly held by ministers and Chris­ 
tian people. 
Wo oro not likely to spend our 
days there merely in psalm singing, but we 
shall doublless find there active mental em­ 
ployment; and, for anght the Bishop knows, 
be may there bear .again the messages of love 
and sympathy to men out of the flesh, as be 
has borne them here to men in the body. 
Some reasons why we should exercise <diaritj 
in its broader and truer sense, as well as in its 
more limited meaning, will be found iu tho 
Bishop’s disoonzse. 
Rev. Mr. Hepworth took the incident of tho 
restoration o f^ g h t to Bartimens as an illus­ 
tration of the moral condition of mankind by 
nature. 
We are all bom blind, and wo cannot- 
discern spiritual things until our eyes are 
opened by the same power that gave sight to 
tho darkened eyeballs of this Judean wayside 
beggar. 
We should, therefore, os Mr. Hep- 
worth thinks, grope our way to Christ. 
Bat, 
in our blindness, we need a guide, and that 
guide is at hand—the Bible and the Holy 
Spirit 
“Any truth, .to be perfect, must become in­ 
carnate,” said Mr. Frothingham yesterday. 
And he cited Carlyle, Mozzinl Abraham Lin­ 
coln and James Fisk, Jr., os illustrations of the 
incarnation of truth. 
To the vision of a great 
many persons something else than truth was 
incarnate in these men. 
We dare say Jesus 
Christ, who is classed in the samo list os as 
incarnation of truth, will feel Himself com­ 
plimented by 
even the mild recognition 
by this modem prophet that He (Jesus)

But what ol the possibility the 
other way?” There have been men,” says Mr. 
Frothingham, “who, as far as personal quali­ 
ties are concerned, wero as good as Christ.” 
It is very evident that when Mr. Frothingham 
tries to get on tho roadway where Jeans has to 
pass he is spiritually in the condition of old 
Bartimens, and his first core should be to have 
his eyes opened that he may discern spiritual 
traths. 
He accounts for the popularity of 
Jesus Christ when on earth on tho ground of 
His siuoerity. 
But by parity of reasoning tho 
popularity of the other incarnations named 
should depend on the same element, whereas

is 
too palpable that other,

entirely opposite elements, actuated them. 
The popularity of Christ as a preacher 
and teacher, we take it, toy in the perfect sym­ 
pathy of His mind and thought with the mind 
and thought of His audiences.

have done and are doing. 
When he saw men 
fishing and wanted disciples He tells them 
He will make them fi.shers of men.

object which He had ever in vitw. And if some 
of onr modem preachers would imitate Christ 
more fully in this aspect of his ministry wo 
have no doubt their success would measurably 
increase.

BISMARCK AND THE CHURCH.

The Right Rev. Bishop Lynch, of Oharleston, 
S. C.. who la codectlng funds lor the restoration of 
the church wrecked In hU diocese during the re­ 
cent civil war, delivered a m asterly lecture here 
this evening, In Kt. Vincent’s Cathedral, on “ BU- 
m arck and tbe Church.” The vast C athedral was 
crowded w ith persons of different deuom lnatlons, 
who, having heard of the 
Bishop’s oratorical 
powers, w ere anxious to bear him trea t of tbe 
interesting subject In question. The Bishop set out 
by laying down the lact th at during tbe existence 
01 tne Catholic Church she has been the object of 
oppression and persecntlon 
under one form 
or 
another. 
The 
Ohorcli 
was 
now going 
through 
a 
crisis 
which

none would have looked 
for. 
In 
Germany, 
where the minds of men were taught by the sad 
experleuco of religious persccotlon centuries ago, 
they ought to think it sweet to live In religious 
peace, and where, of all civilized nations, religious 
freedom seemed thoroughly established by consti­ 
tutional provisions, a persecution has unexpectedly 
burst forth like a hurricane, and none c.>uld tell the 
ex te n t to which the storm would go. Bismarck, to 
whose brIlUant and successful career as a s ta te s ­ 
m an the lectu rer gave due credit, seemed alter 
the wouderlul victory over France and the eslab- 
Itshm eut ol tbe German em pire to be 
INTUXICAT&U BY QIS SUCCBS-S 
and to conceive that there are no Umita to the 
power in his baud. He com pared him with Trojan 
01 old, who alter alt his victories thought he had 
not lull power so long us the Christians would not 
obey his im perial edicts and worship tne gods of 
heathen mythology. Tbe Bishop said Bismarck 
thought hlfl power was not com plete unless it 
wa-s subm itted to by the Catholics ol Germany 
he m atter of religion. In founding the German 
Empire he seemed to have taken the Russian Em­ 
pire 08 a modeL with the Czar as absolute head on 
earth of army, navy, civil governm ent aud Church, 
thereby aim ing to secure perfect unity of the Em­ 
pire ; so Bismarck desired th at the imperial gov­ 
ernm ent of Germany should have suprem e control 
even In m atters of religión. TUe Bishop spoke of 
the efforts to give some im portance to the Old Ca­ 
tholic m ovem ent—an effort which had failed, aud 
then of the laws against the Jesuits, the Uedemp-

A letter from Samarcand In the Goloss says that 
J far irom the itu-silan camp.ilgn against Khiva 
being at an end It has hardly begun. The alleged 
Tlctorles of Generals Kaufmann aud Golovatchcff 
over the Turcomans were not, tne correspondent 
as.«crts, by any means as complete as the official 
reports represent them to have been, and tho gov­ 
ernm ent would probably have as great a dread aa 
Pyrrhus of a repctltloQ of such Tlctorles. 
“ Not a 
single officer In the column of General Oolo- 
vatcneff, who was himself severely wonndfd by 
two sword cuU In the head and shoulder, reilirned 
from the expcditlou uninjured. Several of them, 
such IIS Lieutenant Colonel Eslpoff, Ensign Ku- 
mcntsky aud others, were literally cut to pieces. 
That the 
losses 
In 
the 
ranks m ust have 
been correspondingly great Is evident. The Turco­ 
mans fought with 
Indescribable fury; women 
lought by the side of men In the ranks, and even 
sui pHMsed them in reckless oonrage. Nor did our 
army gam much when they entered the towns of 
the Turcomans by pnltm g all the Inhabitants to 
the sword. While peace was sctng restored In thU 
terrible m anner in one district an insurrection 
broke put in another. • 
• 
• The troops are 
compelled to malte long and exhausting marclicH, 
to which the tufferings they had to endure up to 
the capture ol Khiva were m ere child’s play. Five 
thoiisaud camels have already perished, and the 
troops have hariily any mcan.s of transport lor ihelr 
biiggiigc; tho officers only are allowed to take with 
them two shirts and a linen haversiu k.” The cor- 
rcipoiulent concludes from the above facts mat It 
will be impossible lor Riussln to establish order 
perm anently in Khlvo, or derive any adv.aiitago 
irom Its conquest, so long as Bokhara, which cx- 
ten.ls along the whole oi the citeieru frontier of 
Khiva, IS not made Itusslau tcrrlturj.
